Ibis  sample  of  water  is  ox  satisfactory  organic  purity 
as  judged  by  chemical  analysis  and  the  very  good  bacteriological 
results  .ntiroly  confirm  this  opinion.  Chlorination  need  be 
slight  only  - sufficient  to  give  a free  chlorine  figuro  of 
0.15  - Q s 20  part  per  million. 

Liicr oscopically  the  water  is  seen  to  contain  a small 
amount  of  iron  oxide,  probably  due  to  tho  slight  acid  re- 
action ot  the  water.  This  could  be  rectififcd  by  allowing 
the  water  to  percolate  through  limestone  chippings.

During  tho  year  no  casos  of  infectious  diseases  have 
been  reported  on  ships  while  using  tho  harbour. 

Health  oi  the  Township. 

The  general  health  of  tho  township  for  tho  year  under 
roviow  is  considered  satisfactory  especially  in  view  of  those 
difficult  timos.  The  health  services  and  water  supplies  of  the 
township  havo  boon  well  maintained  for  which  credit  must  bo 
given  to  tho  Council1  s Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  advantages  of  immunisation  of  children  cannot  bo 
too  strongly  emphasised  and  I hope  parents  will  have  their 
children  immunised  against  diphtheria  when  they  reach  tho 
age  of  one  year  which  is  carried  out  at  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

During  tho  post  war  period  one  of  the  first  priorities 
to  be  kept  in  mind  must  be  housing,  this  district  like  most 
othor  districts  is  in  need  of  houses  to  doal  with  overcrowding 
and  also  for  persons  returning  from  the  .core  os. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  tho  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  tho  consideration  you  havo  shown  me  while  I 
havo  actou  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Iloalth,

I have  tho  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  tho  various 
services  administered  by  the  Health  Department  of  tho  Urban  District 
in  accordance  with  Circulars  of  tho  Ministry  of  Health. 

Pub  1 i c _ Clcyin  s i ng . 

Tho  collection  of  houso  rofuso  has  boon  carried  out 
in  a systematic  regular  manner  and  without  any  serious  complaint,  and 
in  spite  of  war  conditions  all  privy  middens  arc  emptied  twice  weekly. 

Tho  income  received  from  tho 

collection  of  trade  refuse  ••  ••  £12.  5.  2. 

Tho  Karri or  Bantam,  7 cubic  yard  motor  rofuso  collector  purchased 
in  1937,  still  gives  satisfactory  service,  and  tho  cost  of  collection 
for  tho  year  under  review  was  £1,003  - 2 - 5. 

Salvage . 

Tho  salvage  of  waste  materials  continued  during  tho  year  and 
reasonable  quantities  have  been  received,  tho  income  from  this  source 
being  £170  - 8 - 9 and  tho  cost  of  its  collections  was  £61  - 17  - 5. 

Disposal  of  rofuso. 

All  refuse  is  tipped  on  controlled  linos,  as  in 
former  years,  and  in  view  of  tho  salvage  of  waste  materials  tho  rofuso 

is  now  largely  ash.
